The town’s early records do not make any mention of a bridge on the 
site of the present structure. Before the sawmills were first built, all b ;

Those early bridges were only temporary affairs and were oft 
washed away in the spring floods. f

Born Hartland, Vt., April 3, 1905. 
Died in Lebanon April 16, 1963.

Mr. Mower was educated in the 
schools of Hartland and Windsor, 
Vt. When a young man he oper- 
ated a bus service in Vermont; for 
over thirty years he owned and 
operated Mower’s News Service 
When he first came to town he 
owned the Lewis Jordan farm on 
the River Road and later the Brush 
place, owning several saddle horses 
and held horse shows at his place. 
He moved to Meriden, and was 
not well for several years. He was 
elected a member of the board of 
selectmen in 1961 and served until 
his death. 


Mr. Mower was fond of children 
although he did not have any of his 
own. His family and friends have 
given the Trustees of Trust Funds 
a trust fund in his memory, the 
income to be used for buying books 
for the school library.

Report of Finance Committee 


On the evening of February 4, 1964 members of the committee, 
Gordon Leland, Tracy Spalding, Winston Spencer, and Paul Amidon 
met with Selectmen in Meriden to develop a budget to be submitted 
to, and acted upon by, the voters at Town Meeting. 


Many matters of policy and planning, mainly fiscal, besides the 
current budget were discussed at the three hour meeting. 


As has been the custom for several years at least, the Selectman 
acting as chairman submitted for consideration, per item of the budget, 
the amount the Selectmen believed advisable to plan on. After each 
item was presented it was discussed freely and an amount acceptable 
to the majority was agreed upon before moving on to the next item. 


Palmer Read, Jr., led the meeting, working from the Selectmen’s 
proposed budget; all others in attendance worked with comparative 
budget report forms furnished by the Selectmen. 


The budget remains as planned by the Selectmen except for a 
few minor modifications. It has, in the writer’s opinion, been accepted 
as realistic by the majority of Selectmen and Committeemen. 


The budget provides for neither increase nor decrease of services 
to the taxpayers. Like most budgets, it provides for something less 
than we would like to have at a cost of something higher than we 
like to pay.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Piainfield voters and School Board: 


FOREWORD 


As Plainfield now tuitions more than forty-five students to Leb- 
anon for their secondary schooling, I am including a part of my report 
to the citizens of Lebanon in this report. I feel that the Plainfield par- 
ents and voters would appreciate a review of the building program 
going on in Lebanon and how it will improve the educational oppor- 
tunities for the students. 


Work on the new building additions is proceeding very well and by 
the time this report reaches you, the high school wing will be closed in 
and some interior work will be done. As of this date, January 12, 1964, 
ail foundation work has been completed and some alterations have al- 
ready taken place in the old shop area. As announced last fall, the 
general contractor for the work is the Brideau Construction Company 
of Berlin, N. H., and the first two phases of the job are to be completed 
for occupancy by September 1, 1964. This includes the additions to the 
high school and the cafetorium. Work on the elementary part will also 
be completed by that date or during the early fall. 


The base contract figure was $450,129.00 and the total area of con- 
struction is over 39,000 square feet. This increase of 3000 sq. ft more 
than reported when the plans were first presented to the voters re- 
sulted in larger rooms for the shop program, drafting room and sci- 
ence laboratories. Plans call for more vocational education for junior 
and senior boys in the fields of machine shop and auto mechanics. The 
Lebanon School Board on recommendation of the Superintendent, ap- 
plied to the Federal Government for machinery under the National In- 
dustrial Equipment Reserve program. Approval has been given the 
application and the District will receive more than 30 pieces of shop 
equipment, ranging from lathes to a planer/shaper. It is expected the 
value of the equipment will be about $200,000. 


The District has also received from Federal funds approximately 
$10,000 in equipment for the drafting room. This was made possible by 
offering adult training in the field of design and drafting. More than 
forty adults are now in the program and more are expected to enroll 
in the fall. 

The additional facilities and equipment will enable Lebanon to of- 
fer shop programs for junior and senior boys on a vocational basis, 
giving each one three hours of work each of their last two years in 
school in machine shop and auto mechanics. General shop is available 
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for sophomores and upper classmen who do not wish to spend that 
much time in the shop program. 


When the building is completed, Lebanon will have physical facil- 
ities to offer its youth one of the best educational programs in the 
state. The college curriculum areas will be excellent, with new science, 
math and foreign language facilities. Offerings to students in the vo- 
cational areas will be improved, with skills being acquired in wood- 
working, auto mechanics, machine shop and electricity by the boys 
and clerical skills by the girls which are in addition to the training 
received in home economics. 


Enlargement of the library will provide space for fifty students io 
work at one time. More than 5000 volumes that will be on the shelves 
within the near future for research and study by the students. The ad- 
ditional facilities should be attractive to the high school students of the 
District and their parents. Facilities are now available for all stu- 
dents, which I hope will tend to keep the potential drop-out in school. 
Your attention is directed to the section on the Warrant where it is 
suggested that a study be made with Lebanon relative to planning and 
administration of the school program. 


BUDGET 


The proposed budget, not including any special articles, is $109,- 
063.36 compared to $106,029.17 for the current year. This is an increase 
of $3,000, but with additional state and Federal! aid, the local tax as- 
sessment is $1425 less, not including special articles in warrant. 


Major increases in the budget are caused by instructional costs, 
which included teachers’ salaries, books and supplies. However, this 
item is less than $1000 over the current budget. Transportation costs 
have been increased by $1450 to cover a more realistic expenditure of 
funds for this service. It will probably be necessary to keep Bus No. 4 
for another year as a small vehicle to carry 9-10 children up Methodist 
Hill is required for next year. The present jeep, now twelve years old, 
should be discarded for something more modern and economical. 


Additional funds have been included for custodian salaries, hoping 
that sufficient wages will enable us to keep a more stable staif in the 
future. It is hoped that we might work toward combination bus-driver- 
custodians, thus giving such a person sufficient wages to attract good 
men to the position. The last major increase is in the area of tuition 
and will be explained under that section. 


As indicated in the budget, our revenue from outside sources will 
provide most of the funds to take care of the budget increase. State 
aid was increased this year by more than $5,000 and will go up again 
more than $3,000 next year. The District will again qualify for Federal 
aid under PL 874. This is reimbursement given for children whose par- 


ents work at the Veteran’s Administration, the CRREL or the weather 
station at the Lebanon Airport. It is expected at this time our balance 
for the year will be approximately $3,000, which goes toward reducing 
local taxes next year. 


TUITION 


It is estimated that forty-five or forty-six students will be attend- 
ing school in Lebanon next fall and thirty-five or thirty-six in Windsor. 


Lebanon’s tuition now is divided into two rates, depending on the 
grade a pupil attends. By statute, the high school cost is computed 
separately from the junior high school if the latter is an approved jun- 
ior high school. Lebanon’s rates for 1964-65 for Grades 10-12 will be 
$500 and for Grade 9, $392. These amounts include the per pupil cost in 
Lebanon, which, by the way, is below state average costs, plus a 2% 
rental charge which is now permitted by New Hampshire Law. The 
latter amount is computed on the value of the buildings and depreci- 
ated at a rate of 2% per year per student. The figures have to be sent 
to the State for Department of Education annual approval. In com- 
paring tuition costs in Lebanon for the coming year with the rate for 
the current year, it averages out about the same. The rates as set last 
year, $450 for high school, were changed this fall to conform with the 
new law at $460 for Grades 10-12 and $390 for Grade 9. 


Windsor’s tuition rate for next year will be $450, Grades 9-12, as 
compared to $410 for the current year. The exact figure in Windsor is 
not given until next year so that District sets the rate on current costs, 
while Lebanon’s rate is governed by costs of the previous year. 


TEACHERS 


We were very fortunate in keeping all of the teachers that were on 
the staff last year, giving continuity and stability to the instructional 
program. Mr. Merrill, Teacher Consultant, has explained the interest 
shown and planning done by the teachers this year. In addition, some 
of the teachers have been taking extension courses during the past 
year to better prepare themselves for teaching. 


The District was fortunate in having Mrs. Northrup return to in- 
struct the special room at the Plains School. We also were very fortu- 
nate in securing the services of Miss Sally Counts as music teacher. 
She is a graduate of the Eastman School of Music and has a Master’s 
degree in music from Indiana University. Miss Counts is an accom- 
plished musician, piaying solo flute in New Hampshire Summer Sym- 
phony and the Dartmouth Community Symphony. It is hoped that we 
can retain her services in the years ahead. 


Increases have been included in the budget for teachers’ salaries. 


TO 


It is hoped that the modest increases will enable us to keep our pres- 
ent staff and to indicate to each teacher that we appreciate the fine 
work being done. 


WARRANT 


There are three or four special articles to be considered in the 
warrant this year. The first calls for funds to be combined with money 
now in the Capital Reserve Bus Fund for the purchase of a new vehicie 
to transport children that live on Methodist Hill and cannot be con- 
veyed on regular busses. 

A second article calls for an appropriation of $1200 for the purpose 
of constructing bulkheads at each end of the Plain Schoo! building. 
This is necessary according to the State Fire Marshal if we are to use 
the basement for a lunch room and a classroom. Estimates have been 
obtained from two sources and the amount requested appears to be 
adequate. 


A third article to be considered is whether the District wishes to 
place more money in the Capital Reserve Fund for purchase of a bus 
next year to replace Bus No. 4 which will be ten years old in 1966. This 
bus has functioned well this year, but considerable work was done on 
thé vehicle a year ago. 


Another article to be considered is the formation of a committee 
from the District to study the possibility of some type of organization- 
al plan with Lebanon and Grantham. This might be on an AREA con- 
cept or as a cooperative District. With more students attending Leb- 
anon at the secondary level it appears wise that Plainfield and Gran- 
tham should have some possible participation in policy formation rel- 
ative to program and curriculum. This would be a study group only 
and would report back to the District at a later date. 


CONCLUSION 


I wouid like to take this opportunity to again express my appreci- 
ation to the School Board, teaching staff, custodians, bus drivers and 
voters for the interest taken in our school problems. I would like to 
thank the combined P.T.A. for the interest shown in the schools and 
the work that they have done to improve our program. I appreciate 
the cooperation given me personally. It is a pleasure to work with 
such a conscientious School Board.

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Report of Teacher Consultant 


To the Schoo! Board and Citizens of Plainfield: 


My report of last year discussed at some length the proposed spe- 
cial classroom for remedial students. I am pleased to report to you 
that this program was started last September with some changes from 
the original planning. Instead of operating the special room on a full 
day’s schedule, it is operating on a half day basis. We have set the 
room up so that children having learning problems in the skills sub- 
jects (reading and arithmetic) go to the special class for remedial 
work in these areas only. There are fifteen children, who come from 
all the rooms, that take part in this program. They are grouped ac- 
cording to reading levels and the teacher works on the skills which 
need improving. All morning is spent working in the skills area. In 
the afternoon, the children return to their regular classrooms to take 
part in the social studies and science. One of the main reasons the 
program is working out so well is the excellent cooperation of the en- 
tire staff of the Plainfield School. I would take this opportunity to ex- 
tend to them my sincere appreciation for their untiring efforts in 
making this program a success. 


Curricu!um: 


Many of the reading and arithmetic books need replacing and 
while replacing we intend to strengthen the curriculum in these criti- 
cal areas. Mrs. Corette has been experimenting, this year, with a new 
reading program in grades 1 and 2. The book company involved in 
this so called “‘pilot study’’ is supplying the workbooks free. So far 
we have been pleased with the results we have had using the new 
reading series. As for arithmetic, we must decide whether to try a so 
called “‘modern program,”’ stick with the traditional, or go to a pro- 
gram which is somewhere between the two extremes. The principals, 
teachers and I will be studying several different programs beginning 
in January. We hope to reach a decision in this area so that we can 
order properly in the Spring. 

The Rinehart Handwriting System was started this year in grades 
1-5. Although received rather hesitantly at first by the teachers, they 
can now see the benefits from such a program. The main advantages 
are that all teach the same letter formations which develops into a se- 
quential, coordinated program. Also, more attention is given the sub- 
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ject because of the fact that a specialist is rating the papers periodi- 
cally. 

The library at the Meriden School is a valuable addition to the 
school program. Students have the opportunity to use the library in 
class situations, as well as for individual reference work. Also, much 
work has been done toward starting a library for the Plain School. The 
community is indeed fortunate to have a P.T.A. which contributes so 
much toward improving the school program.

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Report of Principals 


WHITE SCHOOL, MERIDEN 


This report is the second which I have had the pleasure of writing; 
it represents the second year of operation of the one grade per class- 
room and the junior high departmentalization school design in our 
Town. At the onset, permit me to report that this has been a basically 
sound and constructive year. We are fortunate to have had no changes 
in our staff during the past year. Mrs. Hendricks is teaching the jirst 
and second grades; our other elementary teacher, Mrs. Cassedy, 
teaches the sixth grade. At the departmentalized junior high level, Mr. 
Beaupre instructs natural science, mathematics, health and New 
Hampshire history plus coaching basketball and basebail. Besides the 
administrative duties, Mr. Knight instructs English, social studies and 
French. 


Rather than introducing a variety of new programs this academic 
year, efforts have been made to solidify the programs initiated last 
year. All grades in our school have benefited by the use of educational 
television programs presented in music, modern math, science, art, 
social studies and French. 


As reported in last year’s Town Report, perhaps the most urgent 
need at the School was the establishment of a workable and practical 
Reference Library. A great deal of work has been done in this area, 
under the leadership of Mrs. Alice O’Leary; other members of the 
P.T.A. Library Committee are Mrs. Emily Quimby, Mrs. Rose Low 
and Mrs. Helen Snider. Six book sheives were purchased by the School 
Board and reference books were donated and purchased as the various 
funds allowed. This project needs and deserves the Town’s support. 


The School’s Reference Library has been and continues to be used 
extensively, both by the students and the teachers. The functioning 
Reference Library has become one of the greatest assets in our School, 
as a resource base for the students and a teaching-aid for the teach- 
ers. Besides offering reference books, the Reference Library has a 
growing periodical section. In addition, a filing cabinet has pro- 
gressed, materials in which current information clipped from especial- 
ly magazines and newspapers, which are regarded as being necessary 
to up-dating subjects notably in the natural science and social studies 
field. To all the many volunteers who have worked steadily and hard, 
the teachers extend their sincere thanks. 


Efforts are constantly made and strengthened in the area of stu- 


— hey 


dent activities; these activities can be basically divided into five 
groupings: the Student Council, the Winter Carnival, Basketball and 
Baseball, the P.T.A.’s sponsored Enrichment Program and the 
School’s Yearbook. 


Each of the upper three grades is represented on the Student 
Council, which was elected by the student body. Everett Lewellyn, 
Class of 1964, is the Council’s President. In addition to sponsoring 
events benefiting the student body, such as part of the Christmas 
Party, the Council sponsors the Winter Carnival; this year, the Carni- 
val was held in February. 


Mr. Beaupre coaches the Basketball and Baseball teams. Many 
boys entered actively into these two extracurricular sports; a group of 
girls served as cheerleaders. Student and adult attendance at games 
has been substantial. 


The Enrichment Program, under the direction of Mrs. Mayme 
Noda, has brought many outsiders to the school. Already this year, 
programs have been heard on mountain climbing, Africa, South 
America, social graces and dancing, literature, local history and outer 
space. Many other programs are yet planned for this spring. The pro- 
grams, which are advertised locally and open to the public, have 
brought not only enrichment but also enthusiasm and understanding 
to the students. 

The students are presently anticipating their second Yearbook, 
which wiil be distributed by early June. Last Year’s editor, Verne 
Crosier, wishes especially to thank the many local advertisers who 
helped make the Yearbook possible. The current Yearbook’s co-editors 
are Betsy Noda and Everett Lewellyn. 


The School exists for the education of the youth; the teachers are 
dedicated toward this task. It has been indeed a pleasure to work with 
those interested in the Town’s Schools. The teachers appreciate your 
cooperation.

We at the Plain School are of the opinion that the good work begun 
when the system of one grade to a classroom was established, con- 
tinues with gratifying results in most cases. The pupils have benefited 
from receiving more individual instruction and teachers have the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that they have been able to contribute more to 
the pupils’ educational welfare. This progress has been aided by the 
fact that pupils from all grades have the opportunity of additional as- 
sistance for half the school day with Mrs. Northrop. 


In accordance with the policy of progressive school organizations, 
new methods, materials, and textbooks are continually being exam- 
ined. Therefore, a new reading system has been introduced in the first 
and second grades to determine whether more effective learning can 
take place with this new and different reading system. 


A new and important undertaking in our school has been the de- 
velopment of a library. This has been accomplished through the ef- 
forts of interested parents and friends. The School Board provided 
shelving and money was raised by various means for the purchase of 
books. The money from attendance awards at P.T.A. meetings, a book 
fair, and money donated from the sale of school pictures were some of 
the ways the school helped. It is to be hoped this essential project will 
continue to grow. 


Additional heating installed in our lunchroom has made the room 
not only more comfortable as a dining area, but also for general use. 
It now serves as a library, is used for music practice and band les- 
sons, and as a visual aid room for showing movies, slides, and film- 
strips. The P.T.A. and other town organizations use the room, too. 

We shall endeavor to work for the best interests of our school chil- 
dren and appreciate the efforts of all persons assisting us in this en-

The 1962-63 school year was very busy and very satisfactory from 
the health standpoint. 


Sabin Polio (oral) clinics were held in September, October and De- 
cember giving types I, II and III. Six hundred sixty-three doses were 
administered to children and adults. 


Dr. R. Whitney gave Physical Examinations to all children in 
grades 1, 2, and 7, also to 15 additional children previously diagnosed 
with heart murmur. 


Vision and hearing screenings were given to all children and all 
defects received corrective treatment. 


Forty-eight appointments with Dr. Couillard, the school dentist, re- 
sulted in ninety fillings and seven extractions. 


There were twenty-three cases of chicken pox, six of whooping 
cough, two of scarlet fever, and one of German measles.

The bridge was replanked on several occasions. In 1935 the selectmen 
_ with the advice of the Finance Committee, purchased sheet iron roofing 
to recover the roof of the bridge. The “Old Maids” and a Mr. Bundy protested 
the putting of a “tin roof” on the bridge, the metal roofing was returned 
and “20 M. shingles @ $4.85 per M.” were bought and put on the bridge roof. 


- 4 On Aug. 13, 1955 hurricane Carol nearly finished the days of the Covered 
Bridge. The dam at the Carlson Place east of Meriden washed out, and the 
resulting flood water severely damaged the westerly abutment by washing 
_ away the old “Mud Logs” on which the abutment was built. The bridge was 
_ closed to traffic for several weeks until repairs were made. 


_ At the annual town meeting Mar. 13, 1956, Article 13 of the warrant: 
“To see what action, if any, the Town will vote to take in regard to the 
red bridge in Meriden, and to see what sum of money the Town will vote 
lise and appropriate for such purpose.” The record of the vote was, “Moved 
seconded that the Town appropriate $1,000.00 and that the Selectmen be 
orized to execute, issue and sell serial notes or bonds in the amount of 
0.00 not to exceed $6,000.00 to repair the covered bridge over Blood’s 
Brook in Meriden.” Voted by show of hands, “Yes”, 51 votes; ‘“‘No”’, 1 vote.

This proposition did not 
meet with favor. 

At the next March Town Meeting in 1957 the town voted to set up a 
Capital Reserve Fund of $2,000.00, and it has been increased by $1,000.00 each 
year until $7,000.00 plus interest has been made available. 

At the March Town Meeting in 1962, “It was moved and seconded that 
the Town vote to have the Selectmen investigate the replacement of or 
- making major repairs to the Covered Bridge at Meriden and make a report

lectmen made an investigation accordingly, and a hearing was held at the 
riden Town Hall as requested.

Steel reinforcing beams were to be 
included, and that it could be done with State Bridge Aid, the town and state 
each paying one-half the cost.
